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Report 
On Cuba 


Given 


ATLANTA (BP)—‘“The Lord 
leads us one step at a time,” 
reported Herbert Caudill of 
Havana to the Home Mission 
Board. 

Caudill, Superintendent of 
Missions in Cuba, was summar- 
izing the past’ year’s work on 
the island and in the report 
listed lessons learned from re- 
cent experiences. 

This was the third year for. 
Caudill to miss the annual 
meeting of the board and to 
submit his report in writing. 

He and five other Southern 
Baptist missionaries in Cuba 
have not left the island for fear 
of being unable to return. They 
constitute the largest Protes- 
tant mission force still in Cuba. 

“We have suffered losses,” 
Caudill said. They came pri- 
marily from the numbers flee- 
ing Cuba. He pointed out, how- 
ever, that ‘“‘others have come 
along to fill the breach.” 

The board budgeted $230,000 
for work in Cuba next year, a 
reduction of $30,000 because of 
the decrease in workers who 
have left the island. 

Providing Relief 

Southern Baptists are also 
providing relief and resettle 
ment for many of the 150,000 
refugees who have left Cuba. 
Mission forces in Miami re- 
port 111 families with 285 peo- 
ple resettled, mostly since Aug- 
ust. The board set aside $50,- 
000 for this task next year. 

A fiational orgafization has 
just been completed by the de- 
nomination, with committees 
in most states securing relief 
items and handling resettle- 
ment.’ 

Caudill noted in his report 
that Sunday schools had been 
less affected by losses than 
other organizations in the 
church. 

“This is exactly what we 
might have expected,” said L. | 
M. Gonzalez of Las Villas, | 
presidente of the Cuban Bap- 
tist Convention. ‘In Sunday 
School we teach the Bible, and 
that is where we are best 
carrying out the work that we 
are supposed to do.” 

Latest figures available indi- 
cated Southern Baptists had 84 
churches and 201 missions in 
the four western provinces of 
Cuba, where approximately 
four million people live. (The 
American Baptist Convention 
formerly directed work in the 
two other provinces.)

RALEIGH, N. C. (BP) 
Smaller states in the Southern 
Baptist Convention are having 
a voice in convention affairs 
out of proportion to the num- 
ber of Baptists in these states. 

This is the argument ad- 
vanced by J. Marse Grant, Ral- 
eigh, editor of the Biblical Re- 


corder. The recorder is the of- | 
ficial weekly publication of the | 


Baptist State Convention of 
North Carolina. 


The North Carolina Conven- | 


tion, with 923,297 members of 
affiliated Baptist churches, is 
the second largest state in the 
SBC in membership. 

‘*As the SBC has expanded to 
the far west, the northwest, 
and the northeast, it has chang- 
ed. New states have come in 
(as soon as they have 25,000 


‘members in their churches). 
When this membership figure 
is reached, a state has full 
representation on ‘ll conven- 
tion boards and committees,” 
Grant said in an editorial. 
“For example, the powerful 
committee on boards and com- 
mittee on committees is made 
up.of two members from each 
state. Let’s see how this works 
out:

WASHINGTON (BP)—Atten- 
dance at the 6th Baptist Youth 
World Conference in Beirut, 
Lebanon, next July, probably 
will exceed the goal of, 3000 
originally set by its Baptist 
World Alliance sponsors. 

Robert ,S. Denny, youth sec- 
retary ofthe Alliance, told the 
BWA administrative commit- 
tee in its meeting here that 
travel companies already have 
reserved 4100 beds in Beirut 
hotels for the accomodation of 
conference delegates. 

But he warned that the res- 
ervations made by travel com- 
panies can be made ‘‘firm’’ 
only by early registration of 
young people going to the con- 
ference. He urged that registra- 
tions, either directly through 
the alliayce or through coop- 
erating travel companies, 
should be made soon. ‘‘Prefer- 
ably by January,’’ he said. 

The travel companies are ar- 
ranging tours which. combine 
Holy Land travel with atten- 
dance at the youth meeting, 
scheduled for Beirut, July 15- 
21, 1963. Denny said that a 
special plane is being charter- 
ed by Baptist young people in 
Southern Africa. Automobile 
caravans are being planned 
from various parts of Europe. 
More than 100 tours are being 
operated from the United 
States. 

Denny said that attendance 
of young people between 17 and 
30 years‘of age is being espec- 
ially encouraged.

DALLAS (BP) — The Presi- 
dent of Mercer University in 
Macon, Ga., predicted here 
that church - related colleges 
will not survive another dec- 
ade if present education trends 
continue and financial support 
does not improve. 

Mercer President Rufus C. 
Harris, in a major address at 
the Southern Association of 
Baptist Colleges and Schools 
meeting here, said that Baptist 


schools must not follow the | 


trends of state schools towards 
bigness, securlarization, and 
specilization or else they are 
doomed to destruction. 

The hope for the survival of 
the church-related college lies 
in strengthening the liberal 
arts education program and 
being distinctly “Christian” in 
its purpose and task, he said. 

“The adequacy of education 
at a Christian college is de- 
termined by the available phys-

ATLANTA (BP)—The Home 
Mission Board has extended the 
1 Provisions of its $250,000 funded 
reserve to include church loans 
as well as church bonds. 

The trust, established last 
year with the First National 
Bank of Atlanta as trustee, 
was created to provide an ex- 
jtra margin of security to in- 
vestors purchasing church 
bonds from the mission board. 

The board has authority to 
use the $250,000 funded reserve 
for security for as much as 
$2,500,000 in bonds and loans, 
or a ratio of one to ten.

Make No Mistake, It’s an Emergency 


Walker L. Knight in Home Missions : 


Why are Southern Baptist churches so slow in re- 
sponding to the request to resettle the more than 150,000 
Latin Americans who have fled Communism and now live 
without employment, cramped in the inadequate facilities 
available in Miami? °. 

Are our ears deaf to the plea for help from the first 
refugee group ever to flee in large numbers to our south- 
ern shores? Are we too preoccupied with ourselves to 
take the time to help these adjust to an adequate existence? 

We have had a year to become organized. Every state 


convention has a Latin American Relief and Resettlement | 
Committee, and all of the state papers and many of the}, 


other denominational publications have presented the 
need. 


Yet during 1962 the more than 32,000 churches have | 


resettled less than 200 refugees. Why? Is the venture too 
much out of the ordinary? Do churches fear the expense? 
the language problem? the acceptance of the family? 

Actually, every church which has had a part in the 
resettlement of a family responds with the statement. 
“Why, our church receive much more of'a blessing than 
the family. This was one of the purest mission projects 
we have undertaken. We are so grateful we had the op- 
portunity.” 


Churches are slowing down the process by demanding 
to know too much about the prospective family and setting 
too many requirements to be met. Some screening will 
bod place in Miami by the government and by the Baptist 
offices. 

Make this a mission venture and have faith that the 
right thing will happen. Not one unhappy incident has 


been reported in Southern Baptists’ work in resettlement. | 


If you have a prospective job opportunity, certainly 
request some one with an ability to fill this. Help keep 
your correspondence to a mimimum. Allow the family a 
period of transition in learning the language. during which 
you will see that they have a home, food, and medical 
care. 

Don’t ask for just a Baptist. By sponsoring a lost 
family you can do exceptional mission work, and if they. 
come through the Baptist offices they will not be strongly 
attached to any faith other than Baptist.

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paralutikos. Its resemblance to 
our “‘paralytic’’ is obvious. The 
word refers to one whose mus- 
cles are relaxed and who has 
lost control over them. So, ap- 
parently the problem was one 
of paralyzed muscles and not 
involurgary tremors, though 
there appears to be a definite 
physiological relationship be- 
tween the two symptoms. 

The causes of paralysis are 
many and various. Psychologi- 
cal case studies indicate that 
guilt working on the subcons- 
cious mind sometimes results 
ite’ pafaly sis!’ Physidlogi- « 
c tre? is no“ prgbleti “but 
functionally the resulting par- 
alysis is just as real as if the 
nerves to the related muscles 
have been severed. 

Evidently this was the prob- 
lem of the paralytic in our 
story. Why should we: think 
so? Because Jesus’ first words 
to him had to do with forgive- 
ness of sin rather than phys- 
ical healing. This provides . 
strong evidence that there was .: 
a definite relationship between 
the man’s sin and his paraly- 
sis. 

Many believe that there is 
always a relationship between 
sin and suffering. The book of 
Job would seem to dispel such 
a notion. Of course, we do 
sometimes suffer physical- 
ly because of our ‘own sins, 
sometimes because of the ‘sins 
of qthers. But sometimes, like 
Job, we apparently suffer un- 
deservedly and yet unexplain- 
ably. If so, then it would be 
foolish to suppose a relation- 
ship between sin and _ suffer- 
ing which does not. necessari- 
ly obtain and which, if it does, 
can not be demonstrated. 

But there is a,sense in which 
sin always paralyzes — if not 
literally then figuratively. This 
is true because sin is habit- 
forming. Through the force of 
habit alone sin produces a 
paralyzing power that is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to . break. 
But the “word of God is pow- 
erful,”” as spoken through Jes- 
us Christ, to heal .our hurt, 
and to forgive our sin and sus- 
tain us in our efforts to break 
‘its paralyzing power, 
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With the so-called “Eniiott 
controversy” fresh in their 
minds, messengers to 10 of the 
state Baptist groups took ac- 
tions related to a doctrinal po- 
sition for Baptists or a state- 
ment on theological education. 

The “Elliott controversy”’ 
came to. a climax in October 
when the trustees of Midwest- 
ern Seminary in Kansas City, 
Mo., dismissed Ralph H. El- 
liott as professor of Old Testa- 
ment and Hebrew. The ques- 
tion- was over Elliott’s book, 
“The Message Of Genesis.” 

The Baptist General Conven- 
tion of Oklahoma, acting at 
Shawnee, commended Midwest- 
ern trustees for “their faithful- 
ness in carrying out the in- 
structions of the (1962) South- 
ern Baptist Convention.”

ments had been made. The people refused to hear and now 
in a dramatic way they would see a message. When a conquring 
king entered a village, he would ride upon a horse, but when 
coming in peace he would ride upon an ass. The whole impact 
was that the king was coming in peace, Jesus comes with 
claims of kingship, but meek and lowly—in peace and for peace. 
The kind of king the people were looking for was one who would 
shatter, smash, break and conquer. His claims were a con- 
tradiction of all people expected and hoped for. They spread 
their garments and shouted, “Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord.” It is possible that in their cry of Hosannas, 
‘Save-now’, they were really saying “Messiah has come—conquer 
now.” 

Nevertheless the same voices that cried Hosanna a few 

hours later were lustily crying, crucify.’ It is a dangerous thing 
to go to people and tell them that all their accepted ideas and 
notions are wrong. Jesus is making a last appeal of love with 
unparallelied courage. 
_ One thing certain is Jesus’ claim of kingship. .We have a 
picture of something needed then and ever since; one coming 
|into the world whose right it is to rule. The evidence of our 
need for such a King is seen in our individual lives and in 
society. Only he has met the deep needs of the human soul 
when our reach has exceeded our grasp. We see our inability 
to. find fulfilment in material things. We are aware of dissatis- 
faction with ourselves. We are aware of the self-defeating 
quality ‘of selfishness. It is in the acknowledgement the 
kingship. of Jesus and the surrender of our wills to Him whose 
right it is to rule, that we find peace. 

Peace can and does come when we respond to His claims. 
“Why are you here?”, the owner of the colt must have asked. 
“The Lord has need of it” was the only reply necessary. This 
ought. to be our response to God’s need of anything we possess. 

The conversation might have been, “Here, what are you doing 
with that colt?”. “The Lord has need of it.”. “What do I care. 
I need it myself. Go on-and let it alone.” This is rough language, 
and we would never put our polite refusals of God’s demands 
in such blunt terms. Still there is no doubt about the refusals. 
God needs our time, but we say, “Sorry, but my time is limited 
and besides its mine,” and there is an absence of peace. God 
needs our strength but we say, “Sorry, I can't take on a single 
thing more. I’m snowed under as it is,” but peace is still 
missing. God needs our mind, but we say, “I’m sorry, but I have 
all I can give my attention to and more. I have enough troubles 
of my own to think about” . . . troubles yes, but no peace. 

Before peace can really come, the King must get the priority 
he deserves from our lives. Men everywhere across the world 
are searching for peace . . . I wish somebody could make them
